in Texas this year if the combined 
efforts of the -late and federal ag- 
erices can prevent it. 
State Labor 
Commissioner Joseph S. Myers made 
this statement today in connection 
with the co-oi erative plan recently 
worked out beiween state and fed­ 
eral tortes which he said has been 
inaugurated. 
\\ it hit* a few days, 
Myers said, it is expected deputies 
of the two departments who were 
sent to the Rio Grande Valley to 
make a check on the situation there 
will report back to the state head­ 
quarter'. 
A deputy of each depart­ 
ment will then be assigned to the 
cotton district where picking is on 
to di.'tnbute labor needed. 
A simi­ 
lar plan was followed during the 
onion harvest in the valley and prov­ 
ed highly successful, 
according to 
Myers. 
To Round Up Labor. 
In addition to the deputies who 
,• IU distribute labor, several repre­ 
sentatives will be dispatched over 
the state lo round up cotton pickers 
to be sent to the harvesting district 
in response to calls from agents lo­ 
cated there by the two deparement. 
Although Texas has lost more than 
35,000 laborers during the present 
season by shipments to other states, 
Commissioner Myers 
declared the 
campaign to prevent a labor short 
age vt ill be carried on throughout 
the summer in order to prevent Ber 
ious delay in the harvesting of crops 
this fall.

This measure carried an appropria­ 
tion of $600,000 to defray the cost 
of making surveys and maps of the 
river watersheds of 
the

This was constructive legis­ 
lation long delayed but the forces 
of progress and development got in 
behind it and put it over at last. 
Now the builders of Baylor ami 
Knox counties, in the watershed of 
the upper Brazos, are taking time by 
the forelock. 
They have asked for 
permission to build dams in the upper 
Brazos in order 
to 
conserve the 
flood waters for irrigation and other 
purpoes. 
They have filed their ar 
plication with the water board and 
they expect 
to 
launch a gigantic 
building program in the n e a r future. 
Lawmakers responded to the call. 
They authorized an appropriatipn of 
$600,000. 
In the coming years ap­ 
propriations for the prosecution of 
this work will gladly be made by the 
lawmakers of 
the c o m m o n w e a lth . 
Huge reservoirs in the valley of the 
upper Brazos and its watershed will 
provide storage for the flood waters 
that come in fall or spring time and 
semi-arid land will be reclaimed for 
the use of mankind.
